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Highlights from the past year... 






We're grateful for the Lord's blessings during the past 
year. Here are just a few of the highlights from the past 
12 months: 


• Record enrollment growth pushed us past the 2,000 
mark and makes us the fastest growing private university 
in Texas with a 17.5 percent increase since 1993. 


• National attention 
was again focused on 
LeTourneau when 
U.S. News & World Report ranked us as one of the top five small 
colleges in the West and as one of the West's best educational values. 

We were also selected for inclusion in Peterson's 
Guide to Competitive Colleges— placing us in the 
top 10% of colleges in the U.S. 


• Our budget year ended in the black. This was the eighth year in a row we 
have had a balanced budget. A strong pattern of giving in the Alumni 
Phonathon (we met our $85,000!) was a highlight of an outstanding year 
that saw $1 .44 million donated to the University. 


• Spiritual life and development continued to be a major focus of the year. 
Rev. John Stone was selected to become our first-ever "associate dean 
for spiritual life." Over 150 students, staff and faculty once again parti- 
pated in the Spring Break "Action in Mexico" missions trips. 


• Our students 
continued to shine 
in competitive test- 
ing and competi- 
tions. We had a 
100 percent pass 
rate on the state 
teacher certifica- 
tion test; our 
business majors 
scored in the upper 
15 percent in a 
national business 
assessment test; 
our students once 
again won the 
Texas State Aviation 
Maintenance 
Contest (for the 
8th year in a row!). The "Scream'n Armadillo", 
our entry in the National Super High Mileage 
competition, did not win the contest, but did 
average over 300 mpg in earlier track trials. 


• Our adult programs 
continued to blaze new 
paths: we graduate our 
first ever Master's students 
this fall; student enroll- 
ment surpassed 1 ,000 in 
adult undergraduate 
and graduate programs. 


• In sports, highlights 
included the intro- 
duction of our first- 
ever varsity-level 
women's basketball 
team, an outstand- 
ing record-setting 
effort by our men's 
soccer team and 

our entry into the "Big State Athletic Conference. 


• Dr. Robert Hudson, dean 
of graduate, adult and 
continuing studies, is our 
newest member of the executive team. He comes 
to us from the University of Alabama. Nine new 
faculty were hired this fall. All are people of deep 
Christian faith, significant educational backgrounds 
and solid teaching experience. They are welcome 
members to the LeTourneau University family. 


• Construction was completed on a $1 .2 
million married student housing complex.

The Recreation and Activity Center will be located near the main 
entrance, providing easy access to the University family and the 
community. It will include: 


Two court regulation size gym 
with moveable seating for 1 200 
Indoor swimming pool

Additionally, the existing gym will be renovated, maximizing our 
recreational facilities. 

The new center will be used extensively by the entire community 
and will be the centerpiece of our campus-wide, life-long well- 
ness program. Shaping Tomorrow is more than an intellectual 
and spiritual goal. It will physically shape our entire campus 
community. 

Included in the campaign are endowment funds to provide for 
the ongoing maintenance and operation of the Center. 


The Recreation and Activity Center is the cornerstone project of 
the Shaping Tomorrow campaign. It will improve and expands 
service to our students, provide outreach to the community and 
serve as a catalyst to attract more young men and women to 
come and share the unique educational experience of LeToumeau. 


WHY THE NEED? 

The present gymnasium was built in the 1960s for a student body of less 
than 500. Student development activities are severely hampered by 
scheduling conflicts and inadequate space to support an active intramural program and a varsity sports program that includes eight different 
intercollegiate teams. Strength conditioning takes place in a small, unimproved World War ll-era barracks. Our pool is more than 50 years old, and, 
as an outdoor facility, cannot be used by students except for a few weeks in the early Fall. Expected growth in resident student enrollment during 
the next few years will place additional burdens on our existing gym and related facilities.
